(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or (e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over anyone of Wood, Hounam et al, Hanni et al, 
Adam et al, Yamashita, or Rozon. 

Applicant has amended and added claims such that the claimed system analyzes a first 
signal to "identify a format" associated with it, except for claim 42, which is dedicated to only 
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synthesizing a return. However, there is no clear support for what constitutes such a fiinction in 
the specification since the same terms are not found and no specific apparatus is shown. Beyond 
this broadly claimed concept any signal receivable in the art of record must identify its format in 
order to fiiUy receive it and to activate its transponder function. Consequently, the identifying 
function claimed is inherent in each reference where the received signal is recognized in the 
transponder for the purposes of an appropriate reply. The recognition process is equivalent to 
format identification broadly claimed or at least would have been obvious. 

Synthesizing the return in each reference involves modulating retum information onto a 
carrier that is produced by each transponder. Note that each reference has been chosen because 
it specifically contains a reference to "synthesizing" a return. If these claims intend to claim 
something different, it is not apparent by this term. 

4. Claims 45-48 are objected in that "the format" in claim 4 has no antecedent basis and 
should read as —a format—.
